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7. Method according to claim 1, in which tMe protein or polypeptide is an 
enzyme that can interact with starch or starch granules, in particular an enzyme that can 
convert, modify, alter, degrade or otherwise influence the starch, the starch granule or 
the structure or interactions thereof. 

8. Method according to claim 1, in Which the desired protein or polypeptide is 
a receptor such as an estrogen receptor or a p/an^^h^npne receptor, or a structural 
protein such as a protein "zipper".
